commandment 
recognizes the rights of property It 
also forbids any violation of those 
rights. 
Let it be taken for granted 
that men do possess the things they 
call their own. It will be seen at once 
that there are only three ways in 
which we can come Into possession 
of anything—by the free gift of an 
other, by toll, by theft The command 
ment recognizes the first two and for 
bids the third.
